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ENGLISH- ABST: 

PURPOSE: To improve convenience to use by reproducing a guide for guiding the 
finger of a fingerprint sensor part on a fingerprint input plane or its 
neighbourhood by a hologram. 



CONSTITUTION: The hologram 12 is arranged on the fingerprint input plane 10. 
The finger or a pattern for guiding the finger, for instance, is used as the 
pattern of the hologram, and by irradiating the hologram 12 by a lighting light 
source 13 arranged below a light transmission plate 11, its reproduced image 14 
is generated below the fingerprint input plane 10. Accordingly, since guide 
information to be the guide of the finger 5 can be generated as the reproduced 
image by the hologram 12 on the fingerprint input plane 10 or its neighbourhood, 
the finger needs only be arranged along this hologram image. Thus, the 
fingerprint sensor of good convenience to use free from such an accident that 
the finger is nipped by the guide from it both sides can be obtained.
